“. <“ted; but as it has been mifunderfiood 
by fome, the partiality of my friends perfwaded 
me to fend it abroad into the world to fpeak for 
itfelf. And I beg leave to obferve to the reader 
by way of preface, that my capital defign in this 
Jermon was to do honor to the military charader, 
without keeping up thofe dividing names, or par- 
ty diftindions of Britih and American wher 
applied to a general charatfer ; and that I might 
revive the true martial /pirit, which is funk in 
this province mich too low, for the prefent day. 


IN illuftrating the importance of the mili- 
tary charatter, Tconfider the troops raifed in 
Europe and America as joined in one Britith 
vidorious Army,—enlified under one head,— 
engaged in, and pursuing one common caufe,—the 
mutnal jutereft and Safety of the whole. 


WH E N I fpeak of the frill or courage of 
any European troops OF, commanders, Lodo not 
meas to derogate any thing of the military honors 
of my dear country-men, or any of his Majefty's 
troops raised inAmerica j—their native courage 
has been too often tryed to leave any rooin to dif 
pute it, or 70 doubt of its being equal to any that 
can be found throughout the Britith dominions 5 
and their improvement in the military art De ie

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been as great as could perhaps be expetted, con- 
fidering the infancy of the country 3—the vaft 
demand of labourers in the arts of agriculture 
and trade ; — and the very little ufe we ever 
had for regular troops on this continent, till the. 
left war. 


WHEN I fpeak of the preservation of the 
public tranquillity, as connetted with the military 
charafer, well fupported,—I do not mean to inti- 
mate as if I thought. the keeping an armed force, 
within our thick inbabited towns or cities in g 
time,of peace, was either fafe or neceffary to 
the prefervation of the public peace: But that 
the ftate fhould be able on every emergency to
